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"Planned  vinit  development"  in  planning  terminology 
seems  to  need  and  to  receive  neu  definition  lath  every 
application.  Although  some  definitions  are  broader  and 
some  more  narrow,  all  seem  to  include  the  folloijing  as 
necessary  factors  in  describing  a  "FUD";  development  of 
a  single  tract  of  land  as  a  unit,  either  by  one  person 
or  by  groups  of  people  working  together,  with  a  variety 
of  housing  facilities  and  usually  a  range  of  community 
services  for  shopping  and  recreation  available.  The 
location  of  a  PUD  is  usually  within  or  adjacent  to  an 
already  established  community,  sharing  its  local  government 
ordinances  and  transportation  facilities . 

The  ultimate  in  planned  unit  development  must  surely 
be  the  "neiJ  tovms"  especially  the  "new  toims  in-town" . 
Size  is  not  a  determining  factor,  as  some  PUD  developments 
are  larger  in  concept  and  in  fact  than  some  new  toims . 
Therefore,  the  literature  overlaps  and  arbitrary  decisions 
have  been  made  for  purposes  of  this  bibliography.  As 
there  is  a  plethora  of  bibliographic  material  on  new 
towns,   very  little  has  been  included.  Some  materials 
on  various  concepts  of  "community  development"  would  also 
seem  applicable  in  rounding  out  the  picture  of  a  workable 
PUDj  and  have  therefore  been  incorporated.
